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WOMEN IN CLEVELAND CAR STRIKE

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They Induce Non-Union Motormen 
to Join the Strikers. 


POLICE AND MOB IN BATTLE.

Wild Scenes During the Greatest Strike 
the West Has Ever Seen.

The greatest sensation of the day is the strike in 
Cleveland, O, where one thousand motormen and con- 
ductors quit work ou the trolley lines, and the peculiar 
as well us the seusational feature of the affair is the 
partthe women are taking in the struggle. 

Wives ot striking motormen and conductors were 
loyal to their husbands. ‘hey braved publicity and 
possible danger for the “good of the cause,” and did 
effectual work in persuading non-union men to quit 
their Jobs. 

During one afternoon no less than five of these 
women boarded street cars at various times and places, 
and to the accompaniment of cheers from the crowd, 
talked and argued with motormen and conductors. 

Oue of the women, who wore a bicycle suit, rode up 
to the sidewalk and handed her wheel to a by- 
stander, 

“I will see what I can do with these ‘scabs,’”’ she 
said, and started for a car. 

No sooner had she successfully boarded it than she 
began her missionary work. The crowd cheered and 
desisted in itsegg throwing. A man of Pittsburg was 
the conductor. He was asked to leave the car, He re- 
tused, and signaled the motorman to go 
ahead. 

The woman pulled the bell rope and 
the car stopped. By this time half a 
dozen women had assembled around the 
car and implored the crew to desert it. 
The men were very obstinate, and coax- 
ing would not go with them. ; 

“In the name of our children and 
anything which you hold sacred, be a 
man and do not scab like this.” she 
pleaded. 

“IT have a family and need the money,” 
said the conductor. “Iam not working 
for the love of this Job. Iam away from 
home and must make a living.” 

“The union will pay your fare home 
again, and you can get an honest job,” 
said the women, but their appeals were 


in vain. 

The man again signalled to the motor- Fas 
man to go abead, which he did. The (7 
woman did not give up her task, and 
stayed on thecar for fully half a dozen 
blocks and then got off. 

The next time she boarded a car she 

was more successful. She is a hand- 
some appearing woman, She levelled 
all her blandishments at the motorman. 
He at first resisted, but she persisted, 
and, unable to stand out against her en- 
treaties, he rewarded the brave woman 
by leaving the car, 

The car inspector who took the motor- 
man’s place found the controller had 
disappeared and so could not start the 
car. The woman said she did not know what had 
become of it. The crowd cheered her aud jeered the 
inspector. 

This programme has been kept up right along, wives, 
daughters and even sweethearts of the strikers doing 
their best to make the strike successful. 

There were many clashes betwee! the union and non- 
union men, and as a result many injured are in the 
hospital. Many passengers have been cut and bruised 
by broken glass and flying missiles. 

A car, bound in the direction of Collamer, was at- 
tacked by fourteen men at the cemetery just outside 
the city limits. There were ten passengers aboard, five 
of whom were women, The fourteen men in the at- 
tacking party hid in the bushes along the tracks, As 
the car came along it was greeted with a shower of 
clubs, bricks, dirt clods and rocks. Windows were 
shattered and the passengers screamed and ducked 
under the seats. The brickscrashed through the glass 
and demolished parts of the roof. 

The car was in charge of Conductor James Murphy 
and Motorman George Crowder, both of St. Louis. 
The attacking party made a move to board the car, 
whereupon the motormau attempted to get the car out 
of their reach by putting on the full power. Themen 
caught hold of the railing on the rear of the car and 
were surrounding Conductor Murphy when he drew a 
revolver from his pocket and shotat them. The ball 
missed the men who were attempting to get on the car 
and passed between two bicycle riders, who were rid- 
ing up behind the car. The bicycle riders heard the 
ball sing through the air between them. 

Motorman Crowder became alarmed when he heard 
the shot fired, and reversed the motor, bac ing thecir 
to Lake View. When the car reached Like View 
barns and the frightened passengers told of the shvot- 
ing, Conductor Murphy was placed under arrest. He 
was put in the patrol wagon and taken to the Eleventh 








precinct station. Later, he was removed to the Cen- 
tral police station, where a charge of shooting with in- 
tent to kill was preferred agaiust him. 

A few minutes afterward a car from Collamer met 
the crowd at the east end of the cemetery. There were 
a@ number of p.ssengers in the car. ‘The car was greet- 
«d by a shower of sticks and stones. The windows 
were smashed, but the passengers were uninjured. 
The car wasin charge of Anthony Wurst, conductor, 
and J. Fox, motorman, both of Milwaukee. Half the 
crowd made for Wurst and the other half for Fox. In 
a moment they were pulled from the car and badly 
beaten. Blows were raived on them 
with fists, clubs and stones. News of 
the trouble reached the barns anda 
relief car was sent out, At its ap- 
proach the crowd fled. The injured 
men were taken to the barns and later 
taken to Charity Hospital in an ambu- 
lance. Both were beaten terribly and 
are in bad shape. 

A most serious attack on non-union 
men took place on Euclid avenue. 








ambulance later in the day. A day later the most 
serious riot of the strike occurred. It was caused by 
the company attempting to run cars on the South Side, 
where for a week there has been no cars. 

A carioad of police and a carioad of non-union men 
on their way to the Clark avenue barus were attacked 
by a mob of 5,000. 

The police charged the crowd, using their clubs 
effectively, and in turn they were pelted with stones 
and eggs. Five persons were hurt, one of them fatally, 
perhaps. All fell under blows trom the clubs of the 
police. The riot happened at Clark avenue and Pearl 
street. The first car to reach the scene of the trouble 
was laden with police. It was met by the mob and a 
shower of bricks and eggs. 

About fifty feet behind the car was a second car 
luden with non-union men, deputies and police. This 
car also was compelled to come toa stop. Betore the 
police could step off stones and bricks crashed 
through the windows, striking s-veral of the non-union 
men. Within five minutes after the cars had arrive: 
nearly every patrolman and non-union man had been 
the mark for one or more eggs. Every wiudow in both 
cars was quickly smashed, 

Several vicious attacks were made by the mob, and 
in order to protect the lives of the non-union men the 
police were compelled to charge. Dozens of persons 
were injured by being struck by stones and clubs, ‘The 
mob could not withstand the terrific onslaught of the 
police, and every one began to seek safety in flight. 

A scene of wild contusion fellowed. Baby carriages 
were overturned and the children struggled on the 
ground under the feet of the pauic-stricken mob, The 
police had no time to discriminate between young or 
old, men or women. Every one had to move or suffer 
the consequences. 

The fight between the police and the mob continued 
for nearly fifteen minutes, but the tormer finally 
gained the victory. The mob was partially dispersed, 


















Rioters Attack a Non-Union Conductor. 


Car 24, in charge of E. W. Newman as motorman 
and C. W. Kiug as conductor, left Lake View barns at 
noon, There were no police on the car, the cars 
having been run all morning without police protection. 
Newman and Klug are both Buffalo men. Nothing 
happened as the first few blocks were passed. As the 
car neared Rosedale avenue, a crowd of men, about 
fifteen in all, appeared from that street. They boarded 
the car, and about half of them assaulted the conductor, 
while theothers paid their attention to the motorman. 

Betore Klug could get off the car he was thumped 
terribly and clubbed. He was finally dragged bodily 
from the car and fled down Rosedale avenue pursued 
by half a dozen of his assailants, some of whom had 
clubs. He was soon caught, knocked down and 
clubbed as he lay on the grass. Meantime Newman, 
the motorman, had also been clubbed severely. His 
clothing was torn from his back. Though badly hurt, 
he managed to reverse his machine and started the car 
back toward Lake View. His assailants thea Jumped 
from the car and separated. The men who had beaten 
Klug also disappeared, leaving him lying on the grass 
on Rosedale avenue. 

Nobody seemed to know who the men were who at- 
tacked the non-union men, Police were at once 
started from Lake View in search of tlhe assailants. 
They came to the conclusion that the assailants had 
bicycles in a vacant lot on Rosedale avenue, a short 
distance from Euclid. When they had finished with 
Klug they ranto their wheels, Jumped on and scat- 
tered, Their rapid disappearance convinced the police 
that without wheels the men could not have got away 
su quickly. Klug was taken to Charity Hospital in an 
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and thecars were run back to the Lake View barns. 

The seriously hurt were: Edward Miller, of Swiss 
street, skull fractured; Mrs. Platt, of Clark avenue, 
bruises on head and body; unidentified baby, bruises 
on body; John Douglass, of Clark avenue, head and 
arm bruised; eight-year-old son of Councilman Mc- 
Intyre, severe injuries on head and body; Martin 
Weber, ten years, teeth knocked out and otherwise in- 
jured. 

The indignation among the people in the vicinity 
was 80 intense that they held a meeting to denounce 
the police, No further attempt was made to ruin cars 
on that line. 

Another serious riot occurred on the tenth day of the 
strike. Cars ran until noon without interruption, and 
the crows began to gather. For a long distance on 
Quincy street the tracks were biocked with paving 
brick and stones. Rails were torn up and switches 
spiked. Finally two cars as they approached the rail- 
road crossing were met bya mob of more than two 
thousand men and women. One car was got across the 
track, but the other in charge of Motorman A. J. Mc- 
Grew, of St. Louis, was held up by the mob. 

A shower of paving bricks and stones fell about the 
car and Crashed against the vestibule at the front end, 
behind which the motorman was stationed. Women 
threw bricks and handed them to the men who were in 
the front of the crowd. The windows of the car had 
been lowered and the bricks crashed against the seats 
and fell upon the floor. 

The conductor took to his heels and the one police- 
man on the car went down as a result of a blow in the 
back witha brick. The motorman was struck on the 
head with a brick which fractured his skull. 

Twenty-five policemen came then and charged the 
mob, which dispersed. McGrew was taken to a hos- 
pital, and he is In a serious condition. 

Eurlier in the day a big crowd assembled on Clark 
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avenue, greased the rails, spiked the switches and tore 
up the track. No attempt was made to run cars in that 
section of the city. 

None of the rioters were arrested.

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A pretty, dainty woman, who is known under half a 
dozen aliases as the celebrated female bandit of Art- 
zona, is locked up inacellin the county jail at Flor- 
ence, and the man who helped her hold up folks is in 
another cell in the same prison. Her position doesn’t 
seem to affect her in the least, for she is as defiant be- 
hind the bars as she was on the highway with a couple 
of guns in her belt, 

“Tl don’t care a rap if I am locked up,” she says. “If 
it were all to do over again I would do just what I did. 
I don’t care what becomes of me and don’t propose to 
make any defense, 

“The man with me hadn’tany sand. Why, wheu I 
was going through the pockets of pas 
sengers on the stage I bad to depend 
upon him to hold both of our guns. 
There he stood ou the edge of the road 
with his bands shaking like aspens.” 

She is a delicate little dark-haired wo- 
man. She has refined features, a mouth 
of the true rosebud type, a nose lightly 
and piquantly retrousse and clear blue 
eyes that would be confiding and baby- 
like were there not a few lines that can 
only come through seeing life in its 
harsber aspects.

The woman made her star appearance 
ov the highway about a month ago. 
It was in Kane Springs Canon,a few 
miles north of the Gila river. The road 
at that point is one of the worst in the 
Southwest, following the bed ofa creek. 
Down this long gully the stage from 
Globe was slowly traveling. Henry 
Bacon, the driver, was surprised at the 
command, “Halt! As two revolvers 
were pointed at him he obeyed. 

“Climb out of there!’ was the next 
command, There were three passengers. 
‘wo of them carried heavy revolvers. 
But all were wise in Western ways and 
nota man reached for his gun, They 
all climbed out, ranged themselves in 
a row, the driver onthe flank of the 
squad, and held their hands in the air. 

Then the smaller highwayman handed 
his revolver to the other and proceeded 
toan inspection of pockets.

WOMAN SLAIN IN 
A LONELY SWAMP 


Body Had Lain for Months 
Where it Was Found. 


MYSTERY OF STERLING, MASS 


Had Been Burned to Hide the Evidences 
of a Terrible Crime. 
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What has come to be known as the mystery of 
Sterling Swamp has set the police of Worcester, Ster- 
ling and every nearby Massachusetts town to thinking, 
and detectives, professional aud amateur, are following 
up every clew that may possibly disclose the identity 
of a woman murdered probably a year ago. There isa 
general belief that the victin) was a young woman of 
Oakdale. 

Comparison of a lock of hair known to have been 
taken from the head of the person who disappeared 
about a year ago with that found near a skeleton in 
Sterling Swanip strongly tends to connect the identity 
of the two. 

Two young men were out in the woods gathering 
laurel to decorate the Methodist church of Cliuton, 
when they came upon the body of a woman in an ad- 
vanced state of decomposition. 

The place where it was found was an eighth of a mile 
from any residence, and is of a swampy character, des- 
olate almost beyond description. 

The two men immediately went anc notified Chief 
of Police Bates and Medical Examiner George L. 
Tobey of Clinton, and they, reinforced 
by Selectmen Porter J. Lewis and Fred. 
W. Turner of Lancaster, went and 
viewed the body, which was found so 
located that it was difficult at first to tell 
whether it was within the bounds of 
Clinton, Sterling or Lancaster. They 
finally agreed, however, that it lay 
within the bounds of Sterling. 

They saw what appeared to be the 
body of a woman about twenty-seven 
years old, lying on the right side, the 
right arm crossed under the body 
and the legs crossed. The face was 
unrecognizable, 

The dress was in mere shreds, partly, 
no doubt, from exposure to the weather 
and partly from having been burned, 
for the body had evidently been placed 
in a fire, as those who have seen it be- 
lieve, in order to conceal some crime 
antedating death. That is why the 
murder theory was so quickly accepted 
by both the chiefot police and the 
medical examiner. 

The whole lower portion of the body 
is very badly burned, but the other 
portions are merely decom posed. 

The shoes and stockings, garters and a 
portion of an undervest are the only 
articles sufficiently preserved to aid in 
identification, and they suggest the 
owner to have been a woman of only 
moderate ineans, 

A faded brown summer straw hat 
which was on the woman’s head is tairly 
well preserved, t!.ough whether it sug- 
gests that she died this last spring or as 
far back as last summer or fall is some- 
thing those that Lave seen the body 
cannot agree upon. 

The medical examiner belleves she 
had lain where she was found since last 
autumn, 

It was at first thought that the woman 
might have been burned by a forest fire, 
but examination showed that to be im- 
possible; moreover, the place is too wet 
for that, and itis known that there has 
been no fire there, 

The spot is a lonely one and is situated 
on the road leading from South Lan- 
caster to Sterling Center, about 150 feet 
from the N. Y., N. H. & H. railroad 
crossing and 1,000 feet back from the road. A dele- 
gation of police trom \Sterling and Lancaster 
were detailed to guard the body in the woods asa 
proper investigation could not be made until the next 
day, darkness approaching when the officials arrived 
on the scene.

FOR THE CHAMPIONSHIP

Matched to Fight Twenty-five Rounds on October 23 Next Before 
the Club Offering the Largest Purse, 


FOR THE ‘ POLICE GAZETTE” CHAMPIONSHIP BELT.

George Siler Will be the Referee---Clubs Must Bid Before September 4--- 
Articles of Agreement---Details of the Match. 





The expectation that James J. Jeffries would not long 
be left in undisputed possession of bis title of champion 
of the world was realized ou Juve 19, when articles 
were drawn up aud signed for a championship fight to 
be held on Oct. 23 next. Jefiries and ‘““Tom” Sharkey 
will be the participants, and for once the title of cham- 
pion of the world will be involved iu a battle between 
two men who are legitimate aud recognized factors in 
its disposition, The match was arranged without any 
unnecessary parley or mauifestation of ill-feeling on 
the part of those interested. Neither of the principals 
was present, but their interests iu the matchmaking 
were looked after by W. A. Brady, representing Jef- 
fries, and “Tom” O'Rourke, representing Sharkey. 
They arranged the details of the maich with consum- 
mate skili, and it is needless to say that nothing which 
might luterfere with a satisfactory ending of the affair 
was overlooked. 

Brady and O’ Rourke, at a previous meeting, bad 
practically arranged the details of the match, and when 
they met to perform the perfunctory act of signing the 
documents everything weit along smoothly until the 
everlasting question which figures in all matchmaking, 
as to breaking after a clinch, caused the first hitch. 
Brady wauted the men to break at the referee’s order, 
each man to protect himselfafter # break. O’ Rourke 
offered to settle the pointin a way which would cer- 
taluly suit the sailor. He said: 

“Oh, let them hit in any old way they waut to, solong 
as they are on their feet.” 

At this Brady threw up his bands in horror. 

“Why, you want a rough-and-tumble fight,’’ he said. 
“Excuse me. I don’t waut tobe connected with any 
free fight.’’ 

It was finally agreed that the men shall fight accord- 
ing to Marquis of Queensberry rules. Hitting with one 
haud free will be allowed, each man protecting himself 
in the breakaway. They must break when the referee 
80 orders. 

The question of wearing bandages on the hands 
caused another argument. Brady insisted that none 
be worn, and O’Rourke refused to go any further 
unless Sharkey be allowed to protect his hands. 
Brady gave way to O’ Rourke, and each boxer can 
wear soft bandages subject to the approval of the other 
priucipal. . 

Then came the settlement of the size of the ring. 
Brady said Sharkey bad shown great sprinting powers 
wheu he fought Jeffries in California, He insisted for 
a long time on an eighteen-foot ring, while O’ Rourke 
thought the twenty-four-foot squared circle would 
auswer the purpose, 

“I waut Tom to have room enough to go around 
your champion like a cooper around a barrel,” said 
O’ Rourke. 

“That's all right,’’ answered Brady; “I want Jeffries 
to put Sharkey out of the business for good, and he can 
doit if Sharkey bas po chavce to run away. Jeft 
knows from experience that the sailor can sprint.” 

This was fivally settled by both agreeing to fight in 
the regular ring used in the arena of the club which is 
successful in bidding for the match. 

Brady then stipulated that the “Police Gazette’ 
Championship Belt,embiematic of the heavyweight 
championship of the world, shall be involved in the 
outcome ot the fight, under the prescribed. conditions, 
and O’ Rourke acquiesced, aud a clause to that effect 
was stipulated in the articles of agreement. 

Brady then proposed the name of George Siler of 
Chicago for referee, and this being acceptable to the 
Sharkey party no difficulty was involved in agreeing 
to this point. 

The matter of a purse then came up for discussion 
and it was agreed that the club offering the best in- 
ducements shall be awarded the match. Brady further 
said: 

“I would suggest that all clubs desiring to bid for this 
match have their proposals in by Aug. 15. Iam go- 
ing to Europe next Wednesday, and in the event of not 
returning by that date I would like to have the time 
extended for at least two weeks more. Sept. 1 would 
suit me admirably. Now, you know each bid, to in- 
sure its genuineness, must be accompanied by cash. 
We will insist on the posting of $2,500 in cash, the 
same to be forfeited in the event of the organization 
making the bid not coming to the scratch at the proper 
time. 

“TI also would suggest that the purse be in the hands 
of the stakeholder ten days before the battle comes off. 
I also want it understood thatthe boxers must put up 
$2,500 each to bind their contract and give to the 
club securing the encounter a chance to make ex- 
penses in case the fight does not comeoff. The club 
must deposit $5,000, too, and this sum should be 
equally divided between the men if the club which 
happens to get the combat at the last minute is com- 
pelled to call negotiations off.” 

O’ Rourke, who listened intently, nodded assent. 

It was mutually decided that the winner should take 
all the purse money, and that if the fightis to take 
place in this State it must be limited to twenty-five 
rounds, otherwise it will be toa finish. ‘Mutt’ Clune 
was selected to receive the bids, and all offers must be 
sent personally to him, care of the Vanderbilt Hotel. 








O’Rourke has waived his objection against “Al” 
Smith and he will be the stakeholder. 

Everything being mutually agreed to, the formality 
of signing articles was gone through with, and after a 
“smile” and a shake hands all around the party ad- 
journed. 

The full text of the articles is as follows: 


ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 

Entered into this nineteenth day of June, one 
thousand eight bundred and ninety-nine, between 
James J. Jeffries, of Los Angeles, Cal., party of the 
first part, and Thomas Sharkey, of Ireland, party of 
the second part. 

Witnesseth: That in consideration of the terms here- 
inafter set forth the parties agree to engage in acon-

test for the championship of the world, and they have 
mutually agreed to the following conditions: 

First—That the contest shall be twenty-five (25) 
rounds, for a decision, and shall take place on the 23d 
of October, 1899. ‘ 

Second—The principals agree to accept the best in- 
ducements offered before midnight, Sept. 1, 1899, and 
if held in New York State the contest is to be strictly 
under the interpretation of the Horton law. 

Third—That the contest shall be governed by the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, and that the men sball 
be permitted to fight with one hand free, each protect- 
ing himself in the breakaway, but they are to part at 
the command of the referee; soft bandages tobe al- 
lowed, but they must be satisfactory to the referee and 
the opposing principal. 

Fourth—The contest to be for the“Police Gazette’ 
belt emblematic of the world’s championship. 

Fitth—The gloves shall not weigh less than five 
ounces, and each principal shall be permitted to furn- 
ish his own gloves, which are to be submitted to the 
referee for his approval at 3 o’clock on the day of the 
contest and stay 1n his custody until the men enter the 
ring. 

Sixth—The official timekeeper of the club must be 
satisfactory to both principals, and each contestant will 
be allowed one timekeeper. 

Seventh—George Siler is agreed upon as referee. 

Eighth—The winner shal! take the entire purse. 

Ninth—If either man should suffer defeat between 
now and the time of the acceptance of the purse the 
match is declared off, and after the club articles are 
signed neither mau shall engage in any contest except

Tenoth—It is further agreed that on the signing of 
these articles each man shall post $2,500 with “Al” 
Smith. who shall be final stakeholder; said forfeit to 
stand as a guarantee of guod faith and to be paid to 
the contestant who has lived up to thisagreement. It 
is furtheragreed that on the acceptance of the best 
purse o@ered, the club securing the contest sliall post 
$5,000, to be divided between the two men ii: cuse the 
club falls to fulfill its contract. Each party w this 
contract agrees to post $2,500 more, or $5,000 in all, 
said $5,000 to be forfeited in case of fallure to live up 
to these and the club’s articles. Said forfeit of $5,000 
to be divided between the club and the principal who 
has lived up to this agreement. 

Hleventh—Ciub bids for this contest to be made at 
“Mat” Clune’s, at the Vanderbilt Hotel, Forty-second 
streetand Lexington avenue, and said bids must be 
accompanied by the cash deposit or certified check of 
$2,500. The club being required to post $2,500 upon 
the signing of articles, 

Tweltth—Parties mutually to fight at catch weights. 

Thirteenth—It ts further agreed that the referee shall 
have the power to decide any questions which may 
arise and are not covered by these articles ofagree- 
ment. 

Fourteenth—The padding of the ring floor shall be 
satisfactory to both principals. 

Fifteenth—It is agreed that if the contest take place 
at the Lenox Athletic Club or the Coney Island Sport- 
lng Club that the preseut size of the ring shall remain 
and shall not be altered from this time on, under pen- 
alty of forfeiture of cash deposited by Thomas O’ Rourke 
and William A. Brady. In case of the contest being 
held outside of either of these clubs, the ring to be 
twenty feet square in the clear,

Jeffries expects to return from San Francisco about 
July 27 and sail for Europe, where he will issue a defi 
to the world, 

Brady, before sailing for Europe Wednesday, said 
that he expected to be able to arrange a match with 
Miichell to fight in London some time in the near 
future.

Not Force Enough in the Blow to Hart, 
but He Wanted no More.

“Mike” Morrissey, the so-called ‘Fighting Tip,” from Tipperary, 
Ireland, and the self-constituted champiou of Ireland, proved to be a 
sorry disappointmeut to the patrous of the Lenox Athletic Club, of 
New York city, when he essayed to ight Peter Maher on June 20. 
For weeks past we have beeu regaled with iuformation about the 
newoomer’s ability as an exponent of pugilistic art. His record as 
a fighter—if he ever had one—has been padded by alleged victories 
over “Jem” Smith, Paddy’ Siavin acd a host of less couspicuous 
fistic notables, He was ‘ carded” as the only real fighter *‘the 
tight little Isle’’ has turned oat since “‘Dan"’ Donnelly defeated 
Cooper on the Curragh of Kildare. He was reported to have been 
tried out in private so well that such accomplished judges of pugilis- 
tle quality as “Jimmy” Wakely, Martin Dowling, “One-eyed” 
Counolly, “Swipes the Newshos"’ and ‘‘Jim" Corbett were willing 
to acknowledge his ability to defvatany heavyweight living. He 
had broken three or four of big ‘‘Beb” Armstrong’s ribs as au early 
morning pleasanuiry wheu they were training together. In conse- 
quwee of this widespread report and Maher’s well-known prowess 
as a fighter, fully 4,000 persons journeyed to Harlem to see the meu 
do battle, 

What they saw for their money is a different story. A feint, a 
pase with the left to the stomach and a right to the jaw by Maher, 
and a lay-down by the “Irish Champlion,"’ was what they got for 
their journey aud money. 

The biow that put Morrissey down was not hard enough to dis- 
turb a mosquito, but Morrissey realized that there was more com- 
ing to bim if he got up, and he reclined looking at Maher and the 
referee long enough to be counted out.

Armstrong, “Kid” Broad and ‘‘Butch’’ Joyoe behind him. No 
betting was done on the main contest, as no one could be found 
with the temerity to wager on the unknown Irishman. 

“This is too easy; it's a shame to take the money,” thought 
Peter, as they stood up, and Morrissey put up his hands as though 
he were receiving a Christmas preseut, Maher backed bis man in- 
to a corner and let go a short left for the body that landed lightly. 
Then he put over a right that barely grazed the other fellow's jaw. 
Morrissey went down, the worst example of a champion that ever 
donned a glove. He looked up and saw Peter still in the ring and 
refused to get up. Time of bout, 85 seconds. 

Two local newsboys went ten rounds with all the ardor of top- 

b in the opening bout. Their fighting names were “Dare” 
Simons aod “Kid” Jackson, and the weight 110 pounds.. Simons 
knew more about the game than his adversary, and .was crowned 
the champion of Park Row. 

It took ‘‘Billy"’ Hanrahan, an amateur champioa at 150 pounds, 
less than two rounds to show his superiority over ‘‘Bob" Dillon, of 
New York, Dillon showed up well for about two minutes of the 
first round; then Hanrahan began to find him with hard body 
puvches and had him going at bell time. Dillon cawe up weak for 
the second round, and Hauraban had eo trouble in tinishing him. 











KENNEY WINS PROM DUNKHORST, 


Battle Between Giants Lasted Twenty-five 
Rounds and Was Past and Furious. 


Visitors to the Coney Isiand Sporting Club on June 19 were unex- 
pectedly surprised; not at the result of ‘‘Yauk’’ Keuney's victory so 
much as that he and ‘“‘Ed’' Dunkhborst should go the limit of a 
twenty-five-round enc uuter without a summary ending iu the 
shape of a knockout. The two giauts—for they are literally giants, 
each towering to a height over six feet—fought unusually well, aud 
the decision on points in favor of Kenney was favorably received. 
It was Kenuey's first appearance siuce he proved to be a bal fighter 
by allowing himself to be put out iu one round by Peter Maher. 
Dunkhorst’s claim to pugilistic prominence rests solely upon the 
gameuess he displayed when he fought ‘‘Gus"’ Rublin in the Coney 
Island riug about a year ago. 

Heavyweight fighting, however, is just now in favor with patrons 
of the game, and they gathered in goodly numbers at the ringside 
to see Kenney and Dunkhorst fight. The former has been acting 
as sparring partoer to Fitzsimmons since his memorable defeat by 
Peter Maher, and has profited to some extent by the association. 
“Fits” was there himself in propria persona to hold the watch for 
his protege, and aid him to some exteut with advice and words of 
encouragement. 

The principals did not weigh in, but a rough estimate would 
place Kenney at 180 pounds, while the Syracuse man weighed about 
250. They were allowed to hit with one hand free and to break 
clean. Some betting was done at even money, but when the men 
put up hands there was plenty of Dunkhorst money and no takers. 

There was nothing doing in the first round. In the second 
“Fitz's” man got down to hard work and slammed it into the big 
fellow with such force as to make him look tired. Kenney still set 
the pace in the third. 

The twelfth was something to arouse the spectators from a state 
of lethargy. Kenney, as usual, was doing the forcing, when sud- 
denly Dunkhorst put all of his strength together and went at 
“Yaok"’ with the ferocity of a bull. 

He knocked him about the ring like a football, and forced him to 
break ground and clinch to save himself. Kenney went to the 
corner battered and bleeding from mouth and nose, and seemed to 
be in sore distress. 

Thanks to good handling, he came up fresh for the thirteenth, 
while Dunkhorst had spent all of bis speed in a vain effort to exter- 
minate his opponent in the previous round. 

The sixteenth round the giant from Syracuse again got up steam 
apd went in with both hands. Again he had “Yank"’ to the bad, 
but the latter came back with determi aod able 
force, and had the big fellow reeling before the round ended. 

From this round to the finish Kenney had things all his own 
way. In the seventeenth he punched Dunkhorst so hard and 
often that it seemed that the mountain of flesh must go down. 

Dunkhorst was too weary to lift a hand to defend himself, and 
barely managed tostay the limit. There was no doubt about the 
decision. The referee named Kenney as the winner.

“Jim” Jeffries certainly is not averse to 
risking the title suo gloriously won by defeating “Bob” 
Fitzsimmons. -Within ten days of his sensational 
victory we find hins matched with “‘lom” Sharkey, 
and, incidentally, arranging for a few side issues tike 
“Charley” Mitchell, ‘Mike’? Morrissey—may he rest iu 
peace; “Joe”? Choynski and Peter Maher, to fill in the 
fnterim until the date of his next championship en- 
counter. Already ‘ Jeff” is beginning to realize the Im- 
portance of his position in the fistic world. Fe is being 
compared with Johu L. Sullivan, aud everybody seems 
willing to concede that he approaches nearer to the 
Sullivan ideal than any champion we have had since 
that famous old gladiator ‘‘threw up the sponge.” 

Whether the new champion will fulfill the enthusias- 
tic expectations of his admirers can only be conjec- 
tured, but he haswtarted.in to tread in the “big fel- 
low’s” footsteps in a manner which encourages the be- 
lief that he will not be found wantuung when the pinch 
comes. Afler defeating “Fitz” he said he would fight 
all comers, first come first served, and, contrary to all 
rules and precedent, we find Lim matched again almost 
before he has had a chance to appreciate how it feels to 
be a champion. Everybody thought that “Billy” 
Brady, with a showman’s iustinct forgathering in the 
“long green,’’ would have a play written around the 
doughty boliermaker and exiibit his histrionic attain- 
ments asthe hero of some pretty little romance ala 
Sullivan and Corbett, before risking his title in another 
encounter, but the alacrity displayed by Brady in 
matching ‘Jeff’ with Sharkey proves conclusively that 
he has less confidence in his ability to act than he has 
in his ability to fight, and he has determined to let him 
follow his chosen vocation until such times as there are 
no wore Fitzsimmonses, Sharkeys, Corbetts, McCoys 
or “Mike” Morrisseys to conquer, and then he will 
give hima chance to breathe the atmosphere of the 
stage and become a disciple of Thespis. 

In proving his anxiety to fight Jeffries has earned 
the admiration of the sporting world. He wants to 
demonstrate that he is first, last and always a fighter, 
and if he continuesto act in that manner his name 
eventually will be well placed beside that of the illus- 
trious John L. 

Jeffries, like Sullivan, does not believe that success 
in the ring is won by newspaper controversies, and to 
him also the stage is a secondary consideration. I pre- 
dicta popularcareer for the Californian. He is just 
thesort of a man the people can admire. He im- 
presses mens being too sensible to have his head 
turned by success ard adulation. He is young, ambi- 
tious and willing, and appreciates first and foremost 
that his duty is to protect the title so gallantly won.

Fitzsimmons’ attitude since the fight merits 
the admiration of every lover of true sport. He has 
offered no excuses for his defeat; he has said nothing 
of a derogatory cliaracter concerning the man who de- 
feated him; he has laudcd the latter’s pugilistic 
prowess to thesi.ies; predicted for him a successful 
future and in every way has conducted himself in a 
dignified and gentlemanly manner. He firmly de- 
clined to be the recipient of any favors from Jeffries 
when the latter offered to spar for his benefit, inti- 
mating that he was in no need of funds, He doubtless 
has in mind the prospect of another match and wants 
to meet his opponent ina fighting spirit, untempered 
by the feeling of having been the recipient of any 
favors at his bands. 

“Fitz’’ will fight again, and in all probability “Kid” 
McCoy will be his next opponent, My suggestion last 
week that a match be arranged has borne some fruit. 
Manager Otto Floto of the Colorado Athletic Club has 
offered a purse of $20,000, and the Westchester Ath- 
letic Club is considering the advisability of arranging a 
fight before a kinetoscope machine. 

While suggestions arein order it might be well to 
consider another match between Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons, aud also the latter and Sharkey. If the Aus- 
tralian can accomplish the defeat of this trio no one 
can deny him the right to f ce Jeffries again.

KEARNS PROVED TO 
BE A GOOD ONE 


In a Savage Fight With ‘Eddie’ 
Connolly of St. John. 


THE REFEREE STOPS THE BOUT 


Connolly Protested Against Awarding 
the Decision to His Opponent. 





“Thn” Kearns of Boston graduated to the stellar 
division by defeating “Eddie” Connolly of 8t. John 
on June 16 in Gne of the most terrific battles ever seen 
at the Broadway Athletic Club. For a year past 
Kenrns has been a star performer at the smaller clubs, 
appearing once in a while at the larger clubs, where he 
was only deemed sufficiently qualified to appear 1 
preliminary bouts. After the manner in which he dis- 
posed of Connolly, who enjoys the distinction ot hav- 
ing fought a draw with “Dick” Burge for the cham 
pionship of England, and been defeated by “Kid" 
Lavigne for the lightwelgat championship of the 
world, Kearns, as the prospective champion light- 
weight will be In great demand by matchmakers all 
over the country. 

The fight between Kearns and Connolly was fast and 
furious enough to satisfy the most exacting patron of 
the game. 

Both men area littie below championship class, but 
no two men ever fought harder for first money and 
the championship than these men did. Kearns was 
comparatively unknown outside of the Greenwood 
and Pelican clubs of Brooklyn, but from his showing 
he is able to give the best men in his classa hard rub, 

He took agruelling that would do credit toa real 
champion and fought an uphill game all the way. 
Several times it looked as though he must go down 
from the terrific drives to face and body that were 
dealt out by the sturdy Canadian. Though on the de- 
tensive most of the time, he never backed up. but took 
what was coming to him with a smile and went in 
looking for more, : 

‘Phere wasn’t a dull moment throughout the fight, 
both men showing a willingness to go It fast from gong 
to gong. Connolly had both sides of his face in plaster 
when he entered the ring, and Kearns had little 
trouble in marking him about the face. At the eud 
his right eye was closed and his left but little better. 
Kearns came out ot the fray with a gashed eye and his 
face generally battered. 

In the twenty-second round Counolly was knocked 
down four times, and within only thirty seconds of the 
time for the expiration of the round Referee “Johnny” 
White stopped the bout and awarded the decision to 
Kearns, Connolly claimed that White’s action was an 
injustice to him, as he belleved he could have continued 
to theend and earneda draw, It is doubtful, however, 
if he could have lasted another round in his weakened 
condition, and the refereedid a most humane thing in 
ending the bout when he did. 

Connolly was x 2 to 1 favorite. Hehad an advan- 
tage in beight and reach, and the sports decided that 
this advantage, with his well-known punching ability, 
would win forhim. “Billy” Hennessey, Frank Rose 
and “Jimmy” Lane were behind Connolly, while 
“Sam” Harris, “Al” McMurray, ‘‘Charlie’’ Maybood 
and “Billy” Wilson waved the towels for Kearns, 
Straight Queensberry rules wos the order of fighting. 

Both boys started witha will and a rush, It was 
fairly even in the first and second rounds, but in the 
third Connolly puton full steam and cut loose with 
both hands, He hammered the Boston man unmercl- 
fully, putting the right tothe face and ripping the lett 
to the body. 

Kearns cime up for the fourth none the worse for the 
grueling, while Connolly appeared tired. He swung 
wild, and Kearns lad no trouble in keeping out of 
reach, Itwasa pretty even thing from the fitth to the 
tenth, 

Things took another lively turn in the eleventh. 
Kearus was doing the fighting and had the better of 
the first part of the round, when Connolly suddenly 
awoke, and with a series of rights and leits to the jaw, 
had the Boston may in trouble at bell time. The thir- 
teenth was another fierce round in which Connolly 
took the honors. With a smashing left w the right eye 
he gashed that member,and blood flowed fn such a 
stream as to cover “Tim” from head to waist. 

The fifteenth was Counolly’s round. It was differ- 
ent in the sixteenth, Kearns came up fresh and 
strong and began the forcing. He drove his right over 
to “Kddie’s” left eye and soon had it keeping compaay 
with the right, which, by this time, was closed. 

They alternated with the advantage to the twenty- 
secon! round, when the finish came. In this round 
Conuolly, though tired, seemed to be fighting strong 
until he got a swift drive trom Kearns’ left fair to the 
jaw. 

He went down in a heap and took eight seconds, 
When he got up Kearns was at him with a rush. Again 
Connolly was beaten down, this time to take the limit. 
When he came to time ‘“I'im’s” left again found the 
mark aud “Eddie” went down for the third time. 
Again he was up on time, but the referee stopped the 
bout aid declared Kearns the winner. 

Frank Bradley, of Philadelphia, and ‘‘Marty” 
Smith, of New York, opened the show. ‘Ten rounds 
at 124 pounds,” the announcer said; but Bradley cut 
itshort Just nine rounds. He made Smith look like 
thirty cents, and the latter quit in a most inglorious 
manner,
